Born in Trinidad and moved to 
Canada in 1973, Brainerd assumed the 
duties of Music Director at Oakwood 
Wesleyan Church and has held similar 
positions in two other prominent 
Toronto churches. He has also been 
director of several university, youth 
and concert choirs. Inspiring and 
compassionate, Brainerd is a mentor 
and teacher to many young 
professional singers and conductors.
